CALIFORNIA RIDING & HIKING TRAILS 





Leading horsemen and hikers of 
the State long have had a vision 
—a dream that one day it will 
be possible for a rider, or hiker, 
to traverse the length and breadth of California 
through its magnificent mountains on a conti- 
nuous master-loop trail of the State. 

In 1944, led by the California State Horsemen’s 
Association, this group went to the Governor with 
their plan—a 3,000 mile State Master Loop Rid- 
ing and Hiking Trail for California, to pass thru 
the mountain ramparts of the State at an average 
elevation of 2,000 feet, from San Ysidro on the 
Mexican border in San Diego County, to the Teha- 
chapis, thence north through the Sierra Nevada 
to the Siskiyou range in Siskiyou County, west 
across these mountains to the Coast Ranges of 
Humboldt County, and south along the coast back 
to the Tehachapis. 

With the Governor’s support, the plan went to 
the 1945 Session of the State Legislature, and was 
enacted as the California Riding and Hiking Trails 
Bill, now Chapter 1469 of the California Statutes 
of 1945. $20,000 was appropriated for preliminary 
survey, and the responsibility for the project was 
placed with the California Park Commission and 
the State Division of Beaches and Parks. 

The Park Commission appointed a Riding and 
Hiking Trails Advisory Committee of six men. 
Then, at the special session of the Legislature in 
1946, an additional $300,000 was appropriated for 
acquisition of right-of-way and construction 
work. This is the history. Now, what of the pres- 
ent? 


History of the 
Trail Project 


As of April 1947, the master 
plans submitted by five coun- 
ties — San Mateo, Los An- 
geles, Contra Costa, Shasta and 
Sonoma, have been approved by the State Park 
Commission and the plans of two other counties 
—San Diego and Marin, have been accepted by 
the advisory committee and forwarded to the 
State Park Commission for approval. 

Preliminary acquisition work and trail survey 
have been carried on in Contra Costa, San Mateo 
and Los Angeles Counties. 

Without the power of condemnation, a proviso 
specifically included in the original act creating 
the trail plan, it is necessary that State officials 
rely entirely upon the cooperation of land-owners 
in the routing of the trail. 

There are three ways by which the State may 
acquire this right-of-way: 1) gift deed; 2) use per- 
mit or easement; and 3) outright purchase of the 
right-of-way. 

Inasmuch as the trail right-of-way sought is 
20 feet, with a 3 to 8 foot trail centered, it is hoped 
that in most cases large landowners will grant 
gift deeds. 

In all cases, the primary aim will be to locate 
the right-of-way parallel and continguous to pro- 
perty boundaries or existing rights-of-way, thus 
avoiding any severance of property. 

Where it is desired, fencing will be provided by 
the State and adequate gates will be installed and 
maintained.

Plans were made for 
committee members to meet at the Ranger Station 
at the north end of the park and ride together to 
Tilden. Jack Tann, Wes Adams, “Buck” Dreyer, 
Archie Brown, Att. Heber Brown, A. B. Graham, 
Mr. and Mrs. Bruce Evander, and Vern Chappell 
responded with enthusiasm, and they were on 
their way at 10:00 a.m. Tuesday, April 29th. The 
group was led by Wes Adams, who laid out the 
tentative route. The entire distance, some 13 miles 
was covered in about two hours and thirty min- 
utes, with very little riding on the shoulder of the 
highway. A picnic lunch was enjoyed by all just 
above No. 1 green of the golf course. An im- 
promptu meeting was called by Chairman “Buck” 
after lunch, and Mr. Graham and Heber Brown 
were appointed jointly in charge of the project 
and a sum of money was voted for their immedi- 
ate use. Plans are to start work at once! 

After the meeting, the group rode to the over- 
night camp for horsemen, beyond Lake Anza. It 
is truly a lovely spot, well equipped with tables, 
barbecue pits, running water and rest-room build- 
ings. Archie Brown looked over the facilities with 
an eye to the future—possibly an overnight ride, 
combined with a dance in the Brazilian Room of 
the Club House. More about this later. 

The return trip over a slightly different route 
was enjoyed by all. About thirty miles were cov- 
ered during the day, and it was a very tired group 
of riders and horses that disbanded at the Cross 
Roads late that afternoon. It was a grand ride, 
made doubly pleasant with the knowledge that 
something really worthwhile had been accom- 
plished for the benefit of all horsemen. Our as- 
sociation is dedicated to the building of trails, 
and this one, which will be properly named when 
completed, will stand out as a real achievement, 
and will do much to endear the Metropolitan 
Horsemen’s Association to the hearts of all horse- 
men.

CALIFORNIA RIDING & HIKING TRAILS 


At a recent meeting of the advisory committee, 
when the question of asking the State Legislature 
for the power of condemnation arose, after long 
discussion it was agreed that such a process was 
impractical at present. 

With assurances from leaders of the cattle- 
men’s and woolgrower’s association that they 
would cooperate with the project to the fullest ex- 
tent, it now is anticipated that real acquisition 
progress can be made, paricularly in the Sierra

YOSEMITE TRAIL RIDE 

The seventh annual Yosemite ride is 
coming up and June 17 to 22 will be 
red letter days on the calendar of 
many horsemen. Among the contest- 
ants will be eight of our own M.H.A. 
members: Archie Brown, Vern Chap- 
pell, Dutch Cummings, Emily Hansen, 
Meredith Harris, Ray Jensen, Margar- 
et Rukavina and Margery Tobey. Don 
Evans will again be one of the judges 
and Lyle Loeser will act as clerk. 

The ride is sponsored by the Mer- 
ced-Mariposa Stockmen’s association 
and extends over 100 miles of scenic 
trails from Merced to Yosemite Val- 
ley. Riders check in at the Fair 
Grounds in Merced on the afternoon 
of June 17, for weighing in and assign- 
ment to heavy weight, light weight, or 
Junior divisions. Riders leave on the 
first leg of the ride at seven Wednes- 
day morning, from Merced to Mt. Bul- 
lion via Hornitos, a distance of thir- 
ty-five miles. 

The second day, riders cover the di- 
stance between Mt. Bullion and Jer- 
sey Dale by way of Darah, twenty 
miles. Scenic trails from Jersey Dale 
to Wawona will be covered on the 3rd 
day, a distance of twenty miles. The 
twenty-five miles from Wawona to 
Yosemite Valley is scheduled for the 
fourth day. This is the most interest- 
ing day’s ride of all. It leads through 
miles of beautiful back country south 
of the Valley and is climaxed by the 
descent from Glacier Point, over the 
famous four-mile trail, to the floor of 
the Valley. 

Horses are judged at the conclusion 
of each day’s ride and prizes are 
awarded in each division on Sunday 
morning, June 22, after a final judg- 
ing. The cost to each entrant is $35.00. 
Non-participants may go along in 
their own cars at a cost of ten dollars 
per person for meals.

portion of the trail which will pass largely through 
national forest land and large ranch holdings. 

Realizing that the master trail, when completed, 
will become one of the major recreational fea- 
tures of the State, it is planned to provide over- 
night camping facilities along the trail. It is anti- 
cipated that these camps will be locaed from 15 
to 20 miles apart along the trail. The sites will in- 
clude lean-to shelters, cookstoves, water, and 
sanitary facilities. 

To provide a control over the trail, the advisory 
committee has adopted rules and regulations ap- 
plicable to the use of the master trail, and these 
rules will be submitted to the State Park Com- 
mission for final approval.
